This species is the object of a moder-
ately important commercial fishery, based pri-
marily on the demand for the product smoked or
kippered. Annualfluctuations inthe catch are
associated with demand. Since alarge portion of
the catch is placed in cold storage for future
smoking, large holdings in one year are associ-
ated with a relatively low catch the ensuing year,
and vice versa. Racialandtagging studies indi-
cate that there are several stocks of sablefish
along the Pacific Coast. Since intermingling of
these stocks or subpopulations was determined to
be negligible, any contemplated regulations
would have tobe applied ona regional basis. Al-
though there has been an apparent decline in the
stock of sablefish off Oregon and Washington, no
evidence has been found to indicate a depleted con-
dition of the stocks in the northern and central

California regions.

It wasfound thatthe a reading alone
is a suitable measure of the color of canned
salmon and can be best predicted from thea/b
ratio of the raw fish, Three grades with speci-
fications in terms of color measurements of
both raw and canned fish have been proposed. It
was found that in general the canned salmon with
the higher oil content had a more desirable color.
Small increases in the time and temperature of
processing resulted in slightly greater color
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losses. Color losses during processing were
not significantly affected by the post-mortem
storage of the fish in ice or refrigerated sea
water prior to canning.
